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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20, 47-49, 52, 54-60 are allowed. 

2. Claims 21-46, 50-51,53, 61-65 are cancelled. 

3. Applicants’ amendment filed on 6/29/2005 has been entered. 

4. The double patenting rejection against claim 1 is withdrawn. 

5. The drawings filed on 6/29/2005 including figure 6 are accepted. 

6. The claim objections against claims 58-59 are withdrawn. 

7. The 35 USC 112, second paragraph, claim rejections against claims 12, 14 and 15 are 
withdrawn.
